The safest months for transplanting trees are, in Spring, 
during the months of March and April—in the Autumn, in 
the months of October and November. 


SELECT APPLES. 


The stock consists principally of the following varieties, which can 
be recommended as the best now in cultivation. They have been 
arranged in three classes—SuMMER, AUTUMN, and WINTER varieties. 


Standard apples should be planted from twenty-five to thirty feet 
apart each way; dwarfs from four to five feet apart.

bears early and abundantly. Ripens in August. 

Benoni—Medium size; round, red; flesh tender, juicy, rich. 
Ripens in August. 

Harly Harvest—Medium to large size; mostly covered with 
deep red; tender, almost melting, with a fine flavor. Ripe in August. 


Early Strawberry—Medium size, deep red; tender, almost 
melting, with a mild fine flavor. Ripens middle of August. 


Golden Sweeting—Large, yellow; a very fair, fine sweet apple; 
good bearer. 


Summer Queen—Large, conical, striped and clouded with red, 
rich and fine flavored. August.

Baldwin—Large, bright red, crisp, juicy and rich. Tree very 
vigorous, upright and productive, Considered one of the best winter 
apples. December to March. 


Bellflower—Large yellow, with a tinge of red on the sunny side; 
flesh crisp, juicy, with a sprightly aromatic flavor. November to April. 


Bulicck’s Pippin, (Gonprn Russur, Sunzpnose)—Medium, 
conical, light yellow, overspread with russet; rich, slightly sub-acid 
flavor. November and December. 


Dominie—Large, fine striped, resembling the Rambo; a fine 
grower and profuse bearer. Atéains a great size in the West. Decem- 
ber to April. 


Fallawater, (FALDENWALDER, TULPEHOCKEN, Pounp, &c.)— 
A very large and handsome, well-marked apple. Quality good. Tree 
vigorous, bears young and abundant. November to March. 


King of Tomkins Co.—Large; a superb red apple, finest 
quality ; tree a good grower and bearer; hardy. November to March. 


Monmouth -Pippin, (Rep Cuzzx Pipprn.)—Large, greenish 
yellow, with a fine red cheek; juicy, tender and good. Tree erect, 
vigorous and productive. Keeps well till March or April. 


Northern Spy—Large, striped and quite covered on the sunny 
side with dark crimson, and delicately coated with bloom. Flesh, juicy 
rich, highly aromatic, retaining its freshness of flavor and appearance 
till July. 


Newtown Pippin—One of the most celebrated of American 
apples, on account of its long keeping and excellent qualities; but its 
-success is confined to certain districts and soils. It attains its greatest 
perfection on Long Island and on the Hudson. It requires rich and 
high culture.. Tree a slow, feeble grower. November to June. 


Rambo —Medium size, streaked and mottled yellow and red; ten- 
der, juicy, mild flavored. Tree a good grower and bearer. October. 


Rhode Island Greening—Everywhere well-known and popu- 
jar. ‘Tree spreading and vigorous, always more or less crooked in the 
nursery. A great and constant bearer in nearly all soils and situations. 
November to February. 
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Rexbury or Boston Russet—Medium size to large ; surface 
rough, greenish, covered with russet; flavor indifferent. Tree vigorous 

and a great bearer. Keeps till ae Its great popularity is owing 
to its productiveness and long keeping 

Seek-no-further—Medium to large, striped with dull red; flesh 
tender, rich and excellent. Tree a good grower and bearer. Novem- 
ber to February. 

Spitzenberg Hsopus—Large, deep-red with grey spots; flesh 
yellow, crisp, rich and excellent. “Tree rather a feeble, slow grower, 
and moderate bearer. November to April. 


Smith’s Cider—Large, handsome, red and yellow, juicy, acid; 
quality medium. A fine grower and bearer. November to February. 


Talman’s Sweeting—Medium size, pale whitish yellow, slightly 
tinged with red; flesh firm, rich and very sweet; excellent for cook- 
ing. Tree vigorous, upright and very productive. November to April. 

Twenty-ounce—A very large, showy, striped apple, of fair 
quality. Tree an upright, compact grower and fine bearer. October 
to January. | 

Vandervere—Medium size, yellow, striped with red, and becom- 
ing deep crimson next the sun. Flesh yellow, rich and fine. Succeeds 
best on light, warm, dry soils. October to March. 

White Seek-no-further—A fine New England apple. Large, 
roundish, oblong, fair, good quality. Tree a good grower and bearer. 
November to March. 


StECLT: PEARS. 


The following list includes most of those which have been tolerably 
well tested and proved valuable. 


Standard pears can be planted from fifteen to eighteen feet apart. 
Dwarfs from eight to ten feet apart. 


Pears should never be allowed to ripen on the trees. Summer pears 
should be gathered at least one week before they are ripe; Autumn 
pears at least a fortnight, and Winter pears as nearly as possible about 
the time the trees stop crowing.

Class E.—Summer Pears. 


Dearborn’s Seedling—Rather below medium size, pale yellow, 
melting and delicious. Tree a rapid, fine grower, and bears young 
and profusely. One of the very best early pears. Ripens about the 
middle of August. 


Bloodgood—An American pear, of the first quality. Medium 
size, buttery, melting and rich. August. 


Bartlett—One of the most popular pears. Large, buttery and 
melting, with a rich musky flavor. A good erect grower; bears young 
and abundantly. Beginning of September. . 


Madelaine, (Cirron pes Carmes.)—One of the earliest fine pears. 
Ripe last of July. Melting and sweet. Tree a fine grower, and 
very productive. 


Ott’s Seedling—A seedling of the Seckel; originated near Phil- 
adelphia. Small, a medium yellow, melting and fine flavored. August. 


Tyson—Above medium size; melting, juicy, sweet and fine 
flavored. Tree very vigorous and rapid grower. One of the finest 
Summer varieties. Last of August. 


Ciass 53.—Seliect Autumn Pears. 


Beurre @’Anjou—A large, fine pear; buttery and melting. with 
sprightly vinous flavor. Tree a fine grower and good bearer. October 
and November. 


Beurre d’Amanlis—A large, well-flavored fruit. Tree grows 
strongly on both pear and quince. September. 

Beurre Clairgeau—Very large, pyriform; yellow and red, high 
flavored. Tree a good grower and an early, abundant bearer. October 
to November. 


Beurre Diel—A large and handsome pear, of excellent, rich 
flavor. Tree vigorous and productive; does well on the quince. 
October and November. 


Beurre Goubault—Medium size, roundish; full of juice, melt- 
ing and sweet. Tree vigorous, productive and bears very young. 
September. 

Belle Lucrative, (Fonpante p’Avromne.)—Large, melting 
and delicious; a fair upright grower, and bears early and abundantly. 
September and October. 

Duchess @’Angouleme—the largest of all our good pears. Ii 
attains its highest perfection on the quince, andis a beautiful, vig- 
orous tree. October and November. 


Doyenne Boussock—A new large pear of good quality; re- 
sembles the white Doyenne. Tree a strong, rapid grower and 
abundant bearer. September. 
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Doyenne Blanc—A well-known and esteemed variety; known 
here as the ‘' Butter Pear,’ and in New York as the ‘‘Virgalieu.” 
September. 

Forelle or Trout Pear—A beautiful German pear; finely 
speckled, buttery, melting and rich. Bears early and profusely. 
October and November. 

Flemish Beauty—A large, beautiful, melting sweet pear. Tree 
vigorous and fruitful. September and October. 

Heathcot—A buttery, melting, fine-flavored pear, about the size 
of Doyenne Blanc. Hardy and productive. September. 

Louise Bonne de Jersey—A large, beautiful, first-rate pear. 
Pale green with a dark red cheek; melting, buttery and rich. Treea 
rapid erect grower, and most abundant bearer; best on the quince. 
September and October. 

Napoleon—aA large, juicy, melting, fine fruit. Tree vigorous, 
hardy, and productive. Ripens in November. 

Onondaga, (Swan’s Oranaz.)—A large, melting, high-flavored 
pear; at times slightly astringent. October and November. 

Seckel—the favorite of all. Fruit small, but of the most delicious 
flavor. The standard of excellence in the pear. Ripens in September, 

Urbaniste—A large, melting, buttery pear, of first quality. 
October and November. 


GCiass EET.—Winter Pears. 


Beurre qd’ Aremberg—Medium to large size; melting, with a 
- rich, sprightly, vinous flavor; ripens well. Tree a moderate grower 
and bearer. December and January. 

Beurre Easter, (Dorenne p‘Hiver.)—A large, roundish, oval 
fruit; yellow with a red cheek; melting and rich. Tree a good grower 
and most abundant bearer; best on the quince. Keeps well all winter. 

Glout Morceau—A large, excellent, melting pear. Tree forms 
a beautiful and perfect pyramid on the quince, but needs to be five or 
six years old, even on the quince, before it yields a crop of fine 
pears, very distinct in wood, foliage and habit. December to January. 

St. Germain—A medium-sized, juicy, fine-flavored fruit. Ripens 
in the cellar like an apple. A moderate grower, good bearer and very 
hardy. December to January. 

Viear of Winkfield, or Le Cure—A large long pear; fair 
and handsome, of good quality. Tree a beautiful, vigorous grower, 
and very productive. November to January. 

Winter Nelis—One of the best early winter pears; medium size, 
melting and buttery, with a rich sprightly flavor. Tree is rather a 
slender, straggling grower; does not succeed well on the quince. 
November te December.

The Cherry succeeds well in all dry soils, and is susceptible of being 
trained in any form that taste or circumstances may require. 
Standard Cherry Trees should be planted from eighteen to twenty 
feet apart; dwarf, from eight to ten feet.

NATIVE VARIETIES. 


Within a few years past, the attention of fruit growers and pomolo- 
gists has been mainly directed to the improvement of our native 
varieties of the grape: the result has been, that an endless variety are 
now offered, some of them possessing decided merit and superior 
qualities; yet out of the endless number but few can be really recom- 
mended. The annexed list is believed to contain all that are worthy 
of cultivation. 

Isabella—aAn old and well-known variety; ripens its fruit well in 
this vicinity. 25 to 50 cents each. 

Catawba—Bunch large, loose; berries large, coppery-red, sweet, 
musky and very good. This is the wine grape of the West. 25 to 50 
cents each. 

Coneord—Bunch large, berry black, a very hardy and early 
ripening grape. 25 cents to $1.00 each. 

Delaware—Bunch and berry small to medium; reddish color, 
hardy and productive, and of the very finest flavor: ripens early. 50 
cents to $2.00 each. 

Diana—Resembles the Catawba. Bunch more compact; ripens 
earlier and more certain.

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There is no part of fruit culture where the returns are more 
satisfactory, than in the growing of the small fruits. Coming into 
bearing so soon after planting, and cultivated with so little trouble 
and expense, they justly deserve a place in every garden. 


TEE CURRANT. 


Nothing is easier of culture than the Currant, as it grows and bears 
well in any tolerable garden soil. They should be grown with single 
stems, and heads branching out about one foot above the ground. 

Black Naples—Very large and black; the best black currant, 
highly esteemed for jelly. $1 50 per dozen. 

Cherry—Fruit very large, dark red; strong grower and productive.

RASPBERRIES. 


The Raspberry is one of the most invaluable of the small fruits. 
Succeeding the strawberry at the beginning of Summer, when there is 
comparatively little else, it, with the strawberry, generally commands 
the attention of those who have scarcely room for fruit trees. 


SOIL AND CULTURE. 


The best soil is a rich, deep loam, rather moist than dry. Plant the 
canes or suckers in rows, three to four feet apart, and about three feet 
apart in the rows.

Grown 
extensively for the New York market, but rather tender, and requires 
protection in Winter. $1 00 per dozen.
